There is no telling where the laby- 
rinths of scientific research will lead. 
If anyone a year ago had told Edwin 
A. Speakman, a student at Haverford 
College, that he would invent an appa- 
ratus which is likely to revolutionize 
methods of timing races, he would 
doubtless have laughed at the prophet. 
But such is the case. 

The idea of the automatic race timer 
which Speakman has invented came 
to him as the result of a course in 
astronomy, and mentioning it to his 
professor, was suggested by him as a 
problem in research. 

As a result of his work, Speakman 
has perfected an apparatus, known as 
the Haverford College Automatic Race 
Timer, which makes the timing of a 
race accurate to one one-hundredth of 
a second, eliminating inaccuracies due 
to human observation. 

Using both light and sound, the 
timer was successfully introduced in 
practical use at the Middle Atlantic 
States Amateur Athletic Association 
meet at Haverford last June. It has

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Utility Co. Effects 
Saving to Customers 

The annual report of the Philadel- 
phia Electric Company for the year 
1930 made public this week by Wil- 
liam H. Taylor, nresident, reflects gen- 
erally satisfactory conditions. Copies 
of the report have been mailed to 
stockholders, who held their annual 
meeting on Wednesday in the Edison 
Building, Ninth and Sansom Streets. 
The present company was incorporated 
October 31, 1929, and the report covers 
the activities of the Philadelphia Elec- 
tric Company System for the com- 
panies operating in Philadelphia and 
adjacent territory, in southern Pennsyl- 
vania, northern Maryland and in New 
Jersey. 

During the year rate reductions 
effecting estimated annual savings to 
electric customers or $1,864,000 were 
made. These rates were effective Sep- 
tember 1, 1930, and involved street 
lighting schedules in Philadelphia, and 
power, domestic and commercial light- 
ing schedules both in Philadelphia and 
suburban territory. 
Mr. Taylor's report in part follows: 
"System operating revenues for 1930 
amounted to $65,280,000, an increase of 
$3,378,769 or 5.5 per cent, over 1929. 
Electric sales produced $57,770,523 or 
88.5 per cent, of the year's total with 
an increase of 4.5 per cent.; gas sales 
contributed $6,976,761 or 10.7 per cent, 
with an increase of 12.9 per cent.; and 
steam heat sales contributed $533,696 
or 0.8 per cent, of the total. Total 
operating expenses were $35,300,012, 
an increase over 1929 of $98,716 or 0.3 
per cent. The increases in operating 
revenues, coupled with the slight in- 
crease in operating expenses, resulted 
in a reduction of the operating ratio 
from 56.9 per cent, in 1929 to 54.1 
per cent, in 1930. Net income amounted 
to $21,544,007, an increase of $2,476,735 
ever ihe year 1929. 

"Customers for the companies' serv- 
ice continued to increase during the 
vear, reaching a total of 758,740 at De- 
cember 31, 1930, a gain of 28,181 or 3.9 
per cent. Electric customers at De- 
cember 31, 1930, numbered 630,981, an 



increase of 22,240 or 3.7 per cent.; gas 
customers, totaling 126,946 at Decem- 
ber 31, 1930, increased 5962 or 4.9 per 
cent., and steam heat customers de- 
creased 21 or 2.5 per cent, during the 
year to a total of 813. 

"Much of the success of the year's 
operations, achieved in a period of dis- 
turbed business conditions, has been 
due to the loyalty and whole-hearted 
efforts of the executives and employees 
in furthering the company's policies 
and business and this record would not 
be complete without a word of com- 
mendation and appreciation of their 
contribution. 

"That the interest of the employees 
has been by no means confined to com- 
pany affairs is well illustrated by their 
generous contributions to various wel- 
fare agencies during the present period 
of widespread unemployment and dis- 
tress. Nearly 3400 employees con- 
tributed to the Welfare Federation. 
The company supplemented these sub- 
scriptions with its own contribution of 
$10,000. The Red Cross call was re- 
sponded to by 2755 employees, and in 
response to the appeal of the Commit- 
tee on Unemployment Relief, em- 
ployees voluntarily pledged approxi- 
mately $75,000 over the four-month 
period, December, 1930, and January, 
February and March, 1931. This large 
contribution was matched dollar for 
dollar by the company, making a total 
of approximately $150,000 subscribed 
for this purpose. , 

"On December 8, 1930, the privilege 
of subscribing, at special rates, to a 
new group insurance plan underwritten 
and guaranteed by the Prudential Life 
Insurance Company was extended to 
every permanent employee of the 
Philadelphia Electric Company System, 
without medical examination and re- 
gardless of age or length of service. 
To make this plan effective it was 
necessary that it be accepted by at 
least 75 per cent, of the employees. 
The employees enthusiastically en- 
dorsed the new group insurance plan, 
99.7 per cent, of the eligible employees 
subscribing to a total of over $20,- 
000,000 of life insurance and over $23,- 
000 of daily disability insurance. This 
group insurance supersedes the benefits 
formerly extended by the Philadelphia 
Electric Company Beneficial Associa- 
tion."

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Haverford Student Invents 
Automatic Race Timer

undergone minor improvements since 
Ihcn and will again be used in the 
track and field championships of the 
M. A. A. A. A. this spring. 

When interviewed recently, Speak- 
man conducted me to the basement of 
the Physics Laboratory where the ap- 
paratus is set up. A senior research 
student in physics, Speakman has the 
room to himself for experimentation. 

The apparatus consists of a micro- 
phone which picks up the sound of the 
starter's gun at the same time it 
reaches the runners' ears. It is trans- 
mitted electrically to a cabinet contain- 
ing a clock and other parts of the 
mechanism. The clock is started by 
the sound impulse and runs until the 
first runner breasts the finish line. The 
apparatus at the finish consists of an 
electric ray light at one side of the 
track and a photo electric cell shielded 
from the sunlight by a long cylindrical 
tube at the other side. When the first 
runner crosses the finish, his body in- 
tercepts the light ray, causing a reac- 
tion in the photo electric cell which 
immediately stops the clock, giving the 
exact time of the runner to one one- 
hundredth of a second. 

In describing the action of the de- 
vice, Speakman pointed out a fact 
which has not been noted before, that 
the apparatus clocks the reaction time 
of the runner as well as his time in the 
race. As a result of various tests, he 
has found that it takes from .17 to .12 
of a second after the starter's gun has 
been fired before the sound impulse 
travels through the runner's ear, to his 
brain and through his nervous system 
to his muscles. 

In a race, such as a hundred-yard 
dash, the microphone and clock are 
placed at the starting line of the track 
with the light beam and photo electric 
cell at the finish. In a race where the 
start and finish are at the same point, 
all the apparatus is set up there. By 
throwing a switch in the apparatus, it 
can he so adjusted that shutting off of 
the light beam docs not stop the clock, 
thus allowing for races of several laps. 
Then, when the runners are on the last 
lap, the switch is thrown back and the 
first man to finish shuts off the light 
beam, automatically stopping the clock. 

The adaptations to which the appa- 
ratus can be put are amazing. Speak- 
man showed how it could be used as 
a burglar alarm by the ringing of a 
bell upon the interception of the light 
beam. He pointed out that by using 
ultra violet rays, to which the photo- 
electric cell is sensitive, the light could 
be made almost invisible, thus causing 
the burglar's downfall without his 
awareness of the apparatus. 

Its usefulness as a fire alarm was 
also pointed out since thick smoke

would prove opaque to the light beam 
and the reaction in the cell could be 
made to ring a bell. 

Speakman has demonstrated the 
Timer at the St. Louis and Philadel- 1 » 
phia Radio Shows and at the National j 
Collegiate Athletic Association in | 
New York during the past winter. He 
has also exhibited it at Lower Mcrion 
High School and lectured upon its 
working to the physics class at Lower ! 
Merion. 

At the district meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers 
held at Swarthmore College on March 
16, he was awarded the prize for the 
best student lecture in a demonstra- 
tion and explanation of the apparatus. 
He has also exhibited it before the 
trustees of the Franklin Institute. A 
technical description of the Timer, 
written by Speakman, will appear soon 
in the Review of Scientific Instruments , 
Journal. I

Against Tuberculosis 

A campaign specifically addressed to 
tuberculosis among youths is being 
conducted during the month of April 
by the Montgomery County Tubercu- 
losis Association. 

Most people think tuberculosis has 
ceased to be one of the major health 
problems, but as a matter of fact this 
disease is still the leading cause of 
death between the ages of fifteen to 
twenty-five years. 

The slogan for the campaign is 
"Tuberculosis — the Foe of Youth." An 
effort will be made during the month 
of April to make known the fact that 
boys and girls, leaders in athletics and 
scholarship, have been discovered in 
active high school work apparently in 
good health but occasionally with 
tuberculosis smoldering within them 
soon to break into flame. Modern sci- 
entific progress has brought with it the 
tuberculin test and the X-ray — aids to 
physicians to discover cases in time to 
check the disease — even before any 
symptoms are noticeable. 

The teen ages and early twenties 
particularly constitute a period of very 
great stress and strain. It is a period 
of adjustment from relatively easy life 
to the earning of a livelihood, the build- 
ing of a home and the rearing of a 
family. Perhaps dissipation is prac- 
ticed more excessively at this age period 
than at any other in life's span. 
From our present knowledge it would 
appear that this adjustment period 
plays an important role in the devel-

If March came in like a lion (or was 
it a lamb?) it surely went out like a 
duck. Even though March was wetter 
than normal there is still a deficiency 
of one and one half inches in rainfall 
since January 1. This, with a deficiency 
of six and one half inches carried over 
from last year, leaves us about eight 
inches short of rain. The summer of 
1929 was drier than normal. This is 
indeed a dry country. Nature has a 
way of working out an average over a 
period of time so that we gardeners 
must live and hope — and dig deeply 
and water artificially if we want to 
protect our investments in plants. 

Water and cultivation are only two 
of the requirements. Plants must eat. 
The water is a carrier for food. Plants 
eat their food in liquid form and the 
soil should be in such condition that 
the moisture can travel up and down. 
Air in the soil is another essential for 
the life of soil bacteria which make the 
food elements available for the plant. 
Heavy clay requires that humus, or 
organic matter, be added for a con- 
siderable depth in order that all of the 
natural processes may function prop- 
erly. 

Animal manures have long been con- 
sidered garden fertilizers and for the 
kitchen garden they are still good. Our 
modern flower garden does not want 
manures because of the fact that they 
are breeders of fungous diseases which 
destroy our finely-bred plants. Manures 
are likely to contain weed seeds and of 
the total bulk only about 3 per cent, is 
plant food; the balance will make the 
best of humus after it has been thor- 
oughly decomposed and mixed with 
soil for several years. The same re- 
sults may be had by using liquid 
manure, without the danger of fungus 
trouble. 

A plant food that contains organic 
matter to form humus and also the 
chemical elements that are deficient in 
our soil is the proper combination. 
While the elements of phosphoric acid 
and potash fix themselves in the soil 
for a long time the nitrogen element is 



somewhat fleeting and should be ap- 
plied at intervals during the growing 
season or should be in such form as to 
be slowly available over a Jong period. 
Commercial humus, plus sand, plus a 
complete chemical fertilizer is the 
safest combination in the flower gar- 
den. 

* * * 

To spray evergreens for scale use 
spray oil, known as miscible oil, using 
one part of oil to thirty parts of water. 
The mixture should be agitated to in- 
sure thorough mixing. The time to 
apply is when the weather is mild, 
with no danger of freezing and before 
the new growth starts. Euonymus 
may also be treated at the same time 
with the same spray. 

* * * 

Evergreens, including boxwood, may 
be sheared into shape directly before 
new growth is made. Too early, as 
yet, to spray boxwood for leaf miners. 

* * * 

Remove part of the covering from 
perennial beds and borders but do not 
uncover hybrid tea roses until late 
April as the tender buds are likely to 
be frozen.

At the same time 
there is no other class of plants that is 
more abused and neglected. While the 
rose appreciates a rich, loamy soil, it 
will do well in any kind of soil to 
which humus has been added. In pre- 
paring the beds the ground should be 
dug a foot deep and a quantity of well- 
decayed manure or a balanced plant 
food thoroughly incorporated. Bone- 
meal should be applied as a top dress- 
ing, after the bed is finished. 

As the rose, when once planted, will 
remain in its permanent place for an 
indefinite period, the ground should 
be thoroughly prepared. The bushes 
should be carefully planted, the hole 
being made large enough to allow the 
roots to spread and the soil being well 
pulverized. Set the plants firmly in the 
ground covering the point of graft two 
inches deep. After planting give a 
thorough watering.

All in all, Coach Cocklin has left a 
nice squad of baseball athletes for An- 
derson, and the chances are the Sub- 
urban League will show many Lower 
Merion triumphs this season.
